On January 14 the trial ex- 
aminer of the national labor re- 
lations board issued an 


the Knitgood Workers’ Union, 
Local No. 191 against the Gantner 
and Mattern company in which the 
examiner found the firm guilty of 
jthreatening, coercing, and _ inter- 
ifering with the rights guaranteed 
employes under section 7 of the na- 
tional labor relations act. The trial 
examiner, according to reports, was 
persuaded by the firm to give heed 
only to “whether or not workers 
were sufficiently 
speedy.” 

In an effort to “white-wash"” the 
jcase, the firm proclaimed loudly 
that it was “seeking cheaper labor.” 

According to Jennie Matyas, rep- 
| resenting the union, the _ firm, 
Gantner of California, is now pay- 
ing a lower wage than union shops 
doing similar work elsewhere. 

“Our agreement of 1937 pro- 
vided for minimums of $16 and 
$18 for a 40-hour week,” Miss 

Matyas said. “In their testi- 

mony the firm admitted that 

although the workmanship of 
our members was excellent, it 
was now seeking workers who 
cost a cent or two less per hour.

found guilty by the national labor relations board of more viola- 
tions of the Wagner act than any other employer in the United 


States, had another conviction 
record last week.

City, Mo., blacklisted over 
1,000 unionists and threw them out 
on the street. 


Ford resorted to this wholesale 
purge because the A. F. of L.

ers in the factory.

To force compliance with the law, 
the board issued a tentative order 
directing Ford to rehire all the 
1,021 A. F. of L. men with back pay, 
dissolve the “company union” and 
stop interfering with the right of

The international association of 
machinists made unusual headway 
this week in its program of vaca- 
tions with pay for members. In 
contracts signed with over 20 em- 
ployers this protection was _ in- 
cluded. 

Most of the new pacts also car- 
ried wage increases and reductions 
of excessive hours. One such agree- 
ment—with the Clover-Leaf Freight 
lines at Detroit—slashed the work 
week from 72 to 48 hours ,and 
boosted pay by $3.50 to $6 a week.

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Green Raps Critics of F.D.R.; 
Denies He Is “War-Monger” 


Sternly repudiating those who at-{our great organization and all its 


tack President Roosevelt as a “war. 
monger,” President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor told the nationgl conference of 
the Jewish labor committee at Car- 
negie hall, New York, that the ad- 
ministration’s policy is designed to 
keep America out of war “now and 
in the future.” 


“We of the American Federation 
of Labor have confidence in the 
soundness and integrity of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s foreign policy,” 
said Mr. Green. “We do not believe 
for one moment that he is a war- 
monger. We are thoroughly con- 
vinced that his national defense 
program and his aid-to-Britain pol- 
icy are the means best calculated to 
keep us out of war now and in the 
future. 


“We view with suspicion 
those who condemn President 
Roosevelt as a war-monger and 
imply that he is trying to push 
America into the war. In our 
estimation the war-mongers of 
the world are Hitler, Mussolini 
and Stalin. It is our conviction 
that peace cannot be made 
with them except on terms of 
surrender. There can be no 
way of keeping peace, in the 
world as long as they remain 
in power.” 

Mr. Green praised the work of 
the Jewish labor committee in fa- 
cilitating the rescue of 400 distin- 
guished refugees from*the clutches 
of totalitarian governments. He 
pointed out that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor also was largely 
instrumental in obtaining the state 


to bring them to this country as 
visitors. These 400 refugees were 
present at the meeting. 

“On behalf of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor,’ Mr. Green said, 
“I pledge to the Jewish labor com- 
mittee, which represents more than 
half a million Jewish workers in 
the United States and Canada, the 
continued help and assistance of

“We of the American Federation 
of Labor are always responsive to 
the appeals of humanity. We are 
not so engrossed in abstract poli- 
cies and theories that we fail to 
hear the cries of individual suffer- 
ers.

ernment and have enlisted the aid 
of the state department in the mis- 
sion of mercy of the Jewish labor 
committee.

“I say to these distinguished 
guests of America who are with 
us tonight, who have suffered 
only because they refused to 
bow down to dictatorship, that 
we are glad to have you stay 
with us as long as necessity re- 
quires. We know that your 
hearts and souls are linked by 
unbreakable ties with the suf- 
ferings and trials of your coun- 
trymen in Europe. Do not let 
them give up hope. Inform 
them as best you can that 
America is mobilizing its re 
sources in defense of democ- 
racy. Tell them we in America 
are going to help them by help- 
ing ourselves. 

“The sense of justice and fair 
|play was not created by man. It is 
born in every one of us. It can 
never be crushed by any mortal be- 
cause it is immortal and uncon-- 
querable. 

“We can have faith in the future 
because that sense of justice and 
|fair play has been aroused through- 
out the civilized world. It is ar- 
rayed against dictatorship and to- 
talitarianism. It will fashion weap- 
j}ons more powerful than the blitz- 
krieg. And its wrath will not be 
appeased until the menace of to- 
talitarianism is banished from the 
earth once and for all.”

Better Than 1929, Says Report 


National prosperity during 1941 will surpass the fabulous 
“boom year’ of 1929, and defense spending will be largely re- 
sponsible, according to department of agriculture economists. 

They predicted this week that national income will be around 
$80,000,000,000, about the same as 1929, but, because of lower 
prices, “real purchasing power’’ will be 10 or 15 per cent higher 

Fear of a price rise of inflationary proportions was discounted, 
although it was conceded that consumers must expect to pay 
more for food and other articles. 

Among the good things anticipated by the economists is a 50 
per cent cut in unemployment. About 2,000,000 workers were re- 
turned to payrolls last year, they said, leaving about 6,000,000 
jobless or in relief jobs at the first of the year. 

Even when defense spending reaches its peak, the economist: 
predicted, there will still be more workers than jobs.

Labor Bills 

The California State Federation 
of Labor has presented many bills 
to this season’s recently adjourned 
legislature—benefitting labor. As 
soon as we get the report we'll let 
you know what happened to, par- 
ticularly: 

A bill amending the workmen’s 
compensation act so that the rate 
of pay, daily, instead of the yearly 
average earnings is used to com- 
pute benefits to injured workers. 

A bill permitting injured workers 
to request treatment by doctors of 
their own choice at the expense of 
the insurance carrier, 

\ bill forbidding employers to 
discriminate against workers with 
injury records in prior employment. 

A bill raising the allowance, un- 
der the workmen’s compensation 
act, for funeral expenses from the 
present $150 to $300; and raising 
death benefits from $6,000 to $7,500, 
with a provision that compensation 
payments made prior to death of 
an injured worker cannot be de- 
ducted from this total amount. 

A bill proposing enactment of 
the California labor relations act, 
modelled after the New York state
